2,1 Dl (the references in parentheses relate thereto) 
discloses the subject matter of claim 1: 

A brake disk comprising at least one friction ring 
(5) connected via connection devices (11) to a 
brake-disk chamber (1), the friction ring and the 
brake-disk chamber each having a concentric 
annular web (8^ 2) and the annular webs of the 
friction ring and the brake-disk chamber

overlapping, wherein the connecting devices run 
through recesses (16, holes in web 2) in the 
annular webs, 
wherein 

a support ring (10) is provided and 
the annular web (8) of the friction ring is 
arranged between the support ring and the annular 
web (2) of the brake-disk chamber and the annular 
webs are connected to connection bolts (11) that 
are fixed in recesses of the support ring (by 
means of the nuts associated with the bolts) . 

2.2 The subject matter of claim 1 is not novel over D2 
either. 



3 Dependent claims 3-6 do not contain any features 

which, in combination with the features of any 
claim to which they refer, meet the PCX novelty 
and inventive step requirements. The reasons for 
this are as follows: 



3.1 The additional features of claim 3 are known from 
Dl, 



3.2 Claim 4: screwing the bolts into the support ring 
is an obvious technical alternative to the bolt 
connection shown in Dl which involves a through 
hole and a nut, and is one that is common 
knowledge to any person skilled in the art. 

3.3 Claim 5 concerns a minor structural modification 
of the brake-disk chamber according to Dl. 
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3.4 A brake disk material according to claim 6 is 
known - see, for example, D3 . 



4 The combination of features contained in dependent 

claim 2 is neither known nor obvious from the 
available prior art. 
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
